WASHINGTON. — The 
Army this week set one month 
after an enlisted man’s 60th 
birthday as his mandatory re- 
tirement date, but postponed 
effectiveness of this order to 
Feb. 1, 1962, for many now in 
service. ; 

Until that time, all those who 
reenlisted before Feb. 2, 1956, will 
be permitted to serve out the full 
term of their enlistment, or, if on 
an indefinite enlistment, will be 
permitted to serve the first six 
years. 

The postponement of the date to 
1962 does not mean that men 
beyond the age of 55 won’t begin 
retiring before then, under the 
ag eome of the new policy. In 
act they will. But there will be no 
mandatory retirements of enlisted 
men, even those whose enlistments 
are up, until Jan. 1, 1957. 

The Army did not describe its 
new program in the above terms.

Early Trainfire Tests Prove 
Successful at Fort Jackson 


FORT JACKSON, S. C. — With 
one fourth of Trainfire No. 1 com- 
pleted at Fort Jackson, results 
show that nearly 15 percent more 
soldiers who learn to fire the M-1 
rifle under the new marksmanship. 
program being tested here qualify 
on the Trainfire ranges than sol- 
diers trained under conventional 
methods of instruction: 

_ Lt. Col. James H. Ritts, project 

officer of Trainfire No, 1 at Jack- 
son, said 25 percent of the last four 
test companies under Trainfire 
made a score of 95 percent on the 
Trainfire ranges. 

The last four “control companies” 
tested on the Trainfire ranges after 
completing the traditional marks- 
manship training scored an average 
of 80.19 percent. 

Col. Ritts has just returned from 
a conference at Fort Benning, Ga.,

It was diiring the spring of 1953 
when Raat led two assistants to the 
appointed spot in the forest, where 
they began-to feverishly rip boughs 
from the towering pines. 

Afier gathering the boughs 
they began the tedious process 
of counting the minute, light- 
green eggs, one by one. 

“We must have counted 5,000,000 

of those darn eggs,” Raat said. 

The reason for this tremendous 
count was that once the eggs 
hatched into larvae, they would de- 
vour the pine needles and defoliate 
the tree. Defoliated trees are a 
scrawny eyesore. As a result of 
Raat’s work with his crew, over 
$100,000 was spent the following 
spring in spraying the area. 

When the butterflies weren't fly- 
ing, other matters of the forest oc- 
cupied Raat’s time. Of some note 
is his research in the contagious 
areas of the pine bark beetle.

outside.” This is still more or less true of retirement bene- 
fits.

most complete reversal of the picture. 
Recent surveys show that money-saving supplements to 


the worker’s pay check have tripled since War II. They 
now account for one-fifth of the employer's pay roll. Much 
of the expansion has been in health and insurance. Four 


times as many workers (in 1954) were covered by a health 
pian than was the case in 1948. And more than 70 percent 
of those workers also have coverage for- their dependents. 
Other benefits extend to subsidized meals, discounts on com- 
pany products, paid sick leave, annual bonuses, etc. 

The increasing betterment of the civilian worker’s lot is, 
in effect, a worsening of the military man’s since—all else 
being equal—the latter is interested in getting as much of 
the world’s goods as any of his peers. And, to the extent 
that his dissatisfaction grows, he presents a problem to our 
defense leaders who have the job of manning the services 
and keeping them at strength. 

Yet the disparity in benefits has been so feebly publicized 
that a number of self-interested groups in recent years have 
been able to attempt further erosions of the military’s rights. 
In some cases, like the attack on post exchanges, they have 
succeeded in putting their hands into the soldier’s pocket. 
That has been done by placing surcharges on commissary 
sales, restricting the types of goods that can be sold in ex- 
changes, and even. by putting several commissaries out of 
business entirely. f 

Fortunately, the Defense Department seems now to be 
alert to the dangers posed by such groups as the retailers 
association and the Hoover Commission. It has prepared a 
report documenting the increase in “fringe” benefits for in- 
dustrial workers and has contrasted it with the leveling-off 
trend in the military. Armed with this, the Department 
intends to remind Congress of the situation on every possible 
occasion. 

We hope this is done, for the Defense researchers have 
come up with some telling figures. For instance: 

@ In 1948, only three million workers were covered by 
some sort of company group insurance. Today, 11.3 million 
are, and “more and more” firms are providing this insurance 
free. 

@ In 1954, some seven million workers were covered by 
pension plans, under collective bargaining agreements. This 
was a 40 percent increase over 1950 and the figure has prob- 
ably ‘gone up.even more since 1954, Eighty-five percent of 
the workers covered received the benefits without contribu- 
ting a penny. Disability features have been added to many 
of the plans. 

@ A survey of 519 companies showed that 240 of them sold 
company products at discounts ranging up to 80 percent off 
the retail price: Many served free lunches. 

@ Civilian firms pay workers an “overseas differential” 
of 21-25 percent above Stateside pay. Military officers re- 
ceive no extra money for foreign service; enlisted people get 
about eight percent of their base pay. ~ 

@ Of 500 firms studied, 24 percent paid employees a year- 
end or Christmas bonus. 

Among career measures now awaiting Congressional 
action are the survivor benefits, dependent medicare and 
housing improvement bills. If passed, these will probably 
help keep more career men in service. But if they do not 
have the requisite effect, then some other means must be 
found to do so.

SO IT WOULD have been had 
we had to fight in the Formosa 
Strait. Sooner or later — sooner 
in all likelihood — the responsible 
commander ‘would. have needed 
American ground troops to carry 
out his mission.

A few thousand U. S. troops and 
Marines, sent to the Eastern Medi- 
terranean — perhaps kept afloat 
for the time being — would signify 
to everyone concerned that war 
was. not going to be a solution of 
their difficulties. 

Denied war as.a possible outlet 
for fears or passions, there would 
be an increased compulsion on gov- 
ernments to seek ways and means 
toward a simmering-down process. 

Of course, sending troops is not 
the sole answer. We should be pre- 
pared to aid, by economic and po- 
litical measures, in making the 
simmering-down easier and more 
attractive. 

+ * 

BUT FIRST and foremost, war 
must be ruled out. That can be 
done only if we are prepared to 
assist in cracking down if éither 
side starts a war. 

Strong words unsupported by 
visible elements of force (which 
in the circumstances can only be 
ground troops) will not do. 
Leaving it to the British to send 
the troops while we join only in 
the words will not do either. 

We may not have learned this 
lesson yet. If not we will have 
one more bloody milestone on the 
long, painful climb toward our 
hard-earned knowledge of what it 
takes to be a world power.

Option Cost 


COLUMBIA, S. C.—On Novy. 30, 
1955, I retired from the Army. I 
had no complaints and no regrets 
until Dec. 20, I received my first 
notice from the Army Finance 
Center. It was the “Certificate of 
Establishment of Election of 
Options.” 

It informed me that my monthly 
pay deduction would be $49.43, for 
a monthly check of $111.84 to my 
family in case of my death. Ap- 
proximately Jan. 2 I received my 
“Statement of Retired Pay Ac- 
count,” with this information: 
monthly gross retired pay $273.11; 
monthly cost of survivors’ Annuity 
$49.43, and amount of net monthly 


retired pa . The gross re- 
tired pay Gera.) is taxable. 

The monthly loss of $49.43 is the 
penalty for an error or blunder 
made by me in 1954, and if nothing 
changes it, it will be my monthly 
penalty during my declining years. 

In 1954, I had elected options 
Ill and IV of the Uniformed Serv- 
ices Contingency Option Act of 
1953. At the time I volunteered for 
this (so-called) insurance, I was 
unaware of its permanency, nor was 
I aware of the high cost. 

I can now understand why one 





deal so permanently. I must admit 
now that I had acted a little hastily 
in order to meet the deadline. More 
time for decision would have kept 
me out of that. My wife feels the 
same as I do. She does not like that 
type of insurance policy, with such 
high premiums. 

I had believed the set-up to be 
in a sense along National Service 
Life Insurance, with its premiums 
no higher than any other insurance, 
commensurate with the age of the 
insured. In years past, government 
insurance was generally considered 
even better than commercial in- 
surance. 

That I signed up only shows m 
trust and confidence in the 
ministration, which in former years 
had usually aided the soldier. Only 
in recent years have changes occur- 
red which have not increased 
trust and confidence in this 
administration, saying it most dip- 
lomatically. F

HE Administration isn’t having’ any part of the Johnston 
plan to increase Federal employee retirement benefits 
without increasing Federal employee contributions. 


Top Administration spokesman 
o-_ the retirement bill is Chairman 
Philip Young of the Civil Service 
Commission. 

Last week he told the Senate 
Civil Service committee that the 
Johnston plan—authorized by Sen. 
Olin Johnston, (D., S. C.)—“would 
saddie the government with” an 
extra cost ‘of some $521 million a 
year “but would not begin to solve 
the problem resulting from lack 
of coordination.” - 

By “coordination,” Young meant 
a tie-up between the existing civil 
service retirement system. and So- 
cial Security, as proposed in the 
Administration’s own plan to boost 
retirement benefits. 

Young asserted that the Admin- 
istration proposal would “resolve 
the issues in a most fair manner” 
and would cost the government 
only about $267 million annually. 

What Young didn’t say - was 

that Federal workers would pay 
the difference. 

However, Senate Civil Servive 
committee members already know 
‘that fact, and-a number of them 
indicated that they don’t care to 
saddle government employees with 
the added cost if the employees 
don’t want it. 

This conceivably could mean no 
retirement boost whatever this ses- 
sion. It’s election year, and there is 
tremendous pressure to cut costs 
and balance the budget. 

On the other hand, it’s safe to 
figure that retirement benefits 
will be increased some time during 
the next two- years, if not now. 
Everybody’s for it. And if Federai 
workers hold fast against a bigger 
bite out of their own wallets, they 
may well get the government to 





pay all or most of the cost of such 
higher benefits.

Old Letters 
Show History 
At Fort Riley 


FORT RILEY, Kan.—A leather- 
bound packet of Post Letters, 
dating back to 1877-78 when the 
16th Inf. Regt. spent two years at 
Riley, has been uncovered in a 
store room on Main Post. 

Discovered by 1st Div. headquar- 
ters personnel in Patton Hall, the 
book reveals the day-to-day activity 
of Fort Riley when it was still a 
frontier post. 

The pages yellowed, and iak 
turned brown with age, the 73- 
year-old letters reveal the old 16th 
Inf. gathering recruits and con- 
ducting missions against hostile 
Indians. One letter, written to the 
Assistant Adjutant General, De- 
partment of Missouri, Fort Leav- 
enworth, Kans., 16 months after 
Gen. George Armstrong Custer’s 
defeat at Little Big Horn reads: 

“Sir; I have the honor to for- 
-ward herewith the report of Capt. 
Diayton’ Hale, 16th Inf. of the op- 
eration of his company during the 
recent movements against hostile 
Cheyenne Indians.” 

It was signed, in the mode of the 
day, “Very Respectfully, Your 
Obedient Servant,” by 16th Infan- 
try Commander, Col. G. Penny- 
packer. 

The collection of letters, written 
in a flourishing Spencerian han 
gave an accurate account of basic 
training, garrison life and glances 
into the surrounding communities. 

The various bridges crossing 
the Republican River between Fort 
Riley and Junction City often 
proved inadequate, while during 
spring thaws and fall storms they 
would disappear altogether. A let- 
ter written in July, 1878, directed 
the Post Quartermaster to “furnish 
transportation to Junction City for 
the accommodation of officer fami- 
lies and the families of enlisted 
men on Tuesdays and Saturdays 
of each week. Teams will leave the 
garrison at 12 noon and you will 
instruct your drivers to leave town 
to return not later than 4 p. m.” 

Spring fashion of the day comes 
té light in another letter, written 
im. May, the same. year, when the 
16th’s commander wrote the Ad- 
jutant “to request that you inform 
mié°uf the views and wishes of the 
Department Commander relative to 
the .wearing of straw hats by the 
command, either on duty, or pass, 
atid what orders generally pre- 
vail.” 

~The post PX, during that period, 
was a private enterprise by a post 
trader named Waters Moses, who 
had difficulty meeting $15 monthly 
rent on his building.

More ‘Security’ 


EARLY indications are that 
Congress will extend Social Se- 
curity coverage for active duty 
persons hnother year. The pres- 
ent law expires in April 1956. It 
provides a military wage level of 
$160 a month without contribu- 
tions from active duty personnel. 
The intent of the law originally 
was to afford protection to veter- 
ans during their tour of active duty. 
While servicemen are not consid- 
ered veterans for all GI benefits, 
they were so defined for purposes 
of the Social Security protection. 

Talk on the Hill is that the serv- 
ices eventually will have retire- 
ment as now given, coupled with 
benefits under Social Security. If 
and when this is so individuals will 
be required to contribute into the 
Social. Security retirement fund. 

As the Social Security protec- 
tion now stands, it is primarily a 
benefit for survivors of service- 
men who die while on active duty. 
This is so because any period of 
active duty used/for “other federal 
benefit or retirement,” — exclu- 
sive of veteran compensation -— 
may not be counted for Social Se- 
curity annuity.

$-2134’s ‘Bad Deal’ 


THE SO-CALLED Defense De- 
partment Equalization of Retire- 
ment (Regular services only) meas- 
ure now in Congress, if enacted in 
its present form, contains a pro- 
vision that would benefit the 
“smart operator:” The measure 
($2134 and HR-8692) would 
amend PL 810 relative to active 
duty retirement. 


The measure calls for etniden: 
tion of the present restrictive re- 
tirement date of June 30, 1946 
from the law. This provision 
states that any enlisted men re- 
tiring after 20 years of active duty, 
at least six months of which was 
satisfactorily served as an officer

On completion of 
this, he could then apply for re- 
tirement under the proposed 
amended Title II of PL 810 and be 
retired as an officer -with not léss 
than 50 percent pay of that grade, 
Suppose the individual retires 
as master sergeant (E-7) with re- 
tirement pay of $152.10 monthly.

30 years he would be advanced on 
the retired list to captain and his 
retirement pay would then be 
“upped” to $249.60 or an increase 
of $97.50 per month for two weeks’ 
extra uty.

ONCE AGAIN the National 
Guard is showing the Army how 
to recruit. Feb. 22 has been 
designated “Muster Day” through- 
out the country for National Guard 
recruiting. It will be one of the 
most highly concentrated recruit- 
ing efforts ever undertaken by the 
Guard. Don’t be surprised if the 
goals of recruitment are exceeded. 
Here is one type of approach 
that has been repeatedly suggest- 
ed to the Army Reserve recruiters:

Tanner Rules 


ALTHOUGH the Court of Claims 
decisions relative. to Reserve re- 
tirement — (Tanner and Seagrave 
decisions) — are definite, I have 
just received word that the Comp- 
troller General will not follow the

If this is the way it will be, then 
each individual Reserve officer 
having similar claims, will have to 
file a claim with the Court of 
Claims. 

The reasoning back of this is 
that the government would appeal 
each favorable decision to the Su- 
preme Court.

Its older broth- 
er in the Sikorsky clan, the 42-foot 
H-19, carries only eight soldiers, in 
addition to the pilots, and has a 
gross weight of 8000 pounds. The 
standard two-piace Bel! reconnais- 
sance H-13 helicopter on which 
most Army. pilots get their “basic 
training” is a midget by compari- 
son, capable of a gross weight of 
only 2500 pounds.

1959, some 250 E-Gs and 550 E-7s 
will retire for service (having com- 
pleted 30 years). 

In the is months following Jan. 
1, 1957, 300 master sergeants and 
100 sergeants first class, recalled 
to active duty, will revert to retired 
status. 

In addition, there are about 600 
E-7s and 1200 E-6s who will have 
to choose between the Regular 
Army and taking a reduction or 
reverting to Reserve status.

RA ‘TOP THREE GRADERS 
serving indefinite enlistments are 
given special consideration in the 
program.

Year Fraction 


To Be Counted | 


WASHINGTON.—A reservist re- | 
tiring under the Warrant Officer 
Act of 1954 can count a fraction 
of a year of.inactive Reserve serv- 
ice to imerease his retired pay — 
if that service is more than half 
a year and if it is creditable for 
basic pay. 

The Comptroller General cleared 
up some fuzzy wording in the law 
when he allowed ChCarp Merle F. 
Chapman, USNR, another 2% per- 
cent of basic pay on retirement 
(decision B-124975). 





Chapman had 20 years and 29) 
days of active duty, which entitled 
him to 20-year retirement at dis- | 
cretion of the Secretary. He had | 
eight months of inactive duty 
creditable for basic pay. 

The Comptroller held that he is 
entitled to 2% percent of basic 


pay multiplied by 21, because of 


that eight months.

But they don’t go out and start 
banging away at any game -they 
see, nor do they just purchase a 
license and observe the game sea- 
sons as they would in their home 
country. 

Before they take shotgun or 
hunting rifle in hand, applicants 
for hunting licenses here must 
aypear before a four-man testing 
board composed of two Americans 
and two Germans and answer 
some 40 questions dealing with va- 
rious types of game, firearms, 
safety measures regulations, rules 
of hunting conduct, bag limits, and 
other aspects of the game laws. 

Americans pay the same ree 
licensé fee as Germans—$12.50— 
and may hunt anywhere within 
West Germany. But there is also 
another mandatory fee to be paid 
by the hunter before he can hit 
the trails — hunting insurance. 
This costs $5 per year, and covers 
property damage up to $4000 and 
personal injury . liability up to 
about $40,000.

ACCORDING TO officials of 
American Rod and Gun Clubs in 
Germany, to which most American 
hunters belong, the popular game 
are: chamois, auerhahn and birk- 
han (birds); hirsch (elk); deer 
and-wild boar. These are consid- 
ered big game, the birds because 
of their size. Small game prefer 
ences include partridge, pheasant,

THERE ARE three types of 
hunting land within the American 
zone of Germany, and special rules 
apply to each. 

On private land, only the owner 
of the hunting rights may hunit— 
a farmer cannot hunt on his own 
land if the rights are owned by an 
outsider. Seventeen percent of the 
hunting land is private land in 
Germany; state-owned land totals 
about eight percent, and hunting 
may be enjoyed only with specigi 
permission of thé state authort- 
ties, and only for specified game 

Most of the land in the U. S. 
area of Germany is owned by in- 
dividual communities and com. 
prises 75 percent of the hunting 
area in the nation. 

* . * 

AMERICAN SOLDIERS, like 
German citizens; can hunt any 
game without a guide except on 
state-owned land, and here a guide 
must accompany each hunter. The 


; | guide is paid an average of 37 


cents an hour and is usually hired 
for an eight-hour day. 

In drive-hunts — very popular 
\_th Americans — beaters drive all 
the game into a special area, but 
the hunt-master issues the regu- 
lations and specifies the game 
types that can be shot. The game 
of the day varies, but boar and 
fox, classified as vermin, are al- 
ways good targets. 

When hunters meet or separate 
for a hunt in Germany, it is 
custom to wish each other ‘good 
luck, or, if you say it as the Ger 
‘mans do—“Waidmannsheil.”

— The 
Army’s [IX Corps Headquarters has 
been transferred from Japan to 
Okinawa and merged with the 
Ryukyus Command, it was an- 
nounced by General I. D. White, 
commanding general, Army Forces 
Far East and Eighth U. S. Army. 

The transfer of Headquarters [X 
Corps is another phase of the 
Army’s current redeployment pro- 
gram for Army units in the Far 
East. 

The new headquarters has been 
designated Headquarters RYCOM 
and IX Corps. It is commanded by 
Maj. Gen. James E. Moore, present 
Ryukyus commander. Gen. Moore 
retains his position as deputy gov- 
ernor of the Ryukyu Islands. 

Maj. Gen. E. J. McGaw, former 
acting commander, [X Corps, re- 
tains command of the Ist Cav. Div. 
and Central Command as previ- 
ously announced. 

The IX Corps first came into
